The Communist offices in Macao received orders in December 1949 to tovesti- 
P-ate the Macao attitude towards the Chinese Communists, Macao government 
trade transactions, supplies and trading stocks on hand, and the amount 
and type of supplies and property belonging to Nationalist elements m Macao, 
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
